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Suspect dies, but teacher rescued 


A hostage standoff at Castle View Elementary 
lasts more than six hours before captor is shot

The parent who was shot by po- 
lice after holding a teacher hos- 
tage in Riverside for hours Tues- 
day died later in the day at Riv- 
erside Community Hospital, 


according to a Riverside police 
spokesman. 

Officer Ryan Railsback con- 
firmed the man died but did not 
immediately have a time of death. 
Police were waiting until the Riv- 
erside County Sheriff-Coroner’s 
office notified his family before 
releasing further information. 

The standoff at Castle View 
Elementary School lasted more 


than six hours 
and ended at about 
5:45 p.m. with two 
flash-bang gre- 
nades and the sus- 
pect wounded, po- 
lice said. Police 
didn’t immedi- 
ately say whether 
the suspect was

armed. 

“The teacher is safe,” Railsback 
said earlier. 

The first-grade teacher, iden- 
tified as Linda Montgomery, was 


taken to a hospital as a precau- 
tion, authorities said. 

School will be canceled for the 
rest of the week, Riverside school 
district officials said. Counselors 
will be available at Taft Elemen- 
tary School, 959 Mission Grove 
Parkway, and the central registra- 
tion office, 5700 Arlington Ave., 
Riverside. 

The incident prompted an evac- 
uation of the school, worrying 
parents, and an all-day standoff 
that ended when a SWAT team 
entered the classroom to rescue 


the teacher, Riverside police said. 

“I just heard she’s being held 
hostage by a disgruntled par- 
ent,” said her daughter, Michelle 
Montgomery, who added that the 
suspect was a 27-year-old who is 
having “some kind of emotional 
breakdown.” 

Linda’s granddaughter, Ari- 
ana Montgomery, said her grand- 
mother taught at Castle View El- 
ementary for 20 years and is in 
her 70s.

8 killed when truck 
careens down bike 
path; suspect identified 
as Uzbekistan citizen

NEW YORK » A man in a rented 
pickup mowed down pedestrians 
and cyclists along a busy bike 
path near the World Trade Cen- 
ter memorial Tuesday, killing at 
least eight and seriously injuring 
11 in what the mayor called “a par- 
ticularly cowardly act of terror.” 

The driver was shot in the ab- 
domen by police after jumping 
out of the truck with what turned 
out to be a fake gun in each hand 
and shouting what witnesses said 
was “Allahu Akbar!,” Arabic for 
“God is great,” authorities said. 
He underwent surgery and was 
expected to survive. 

Officials who were not autho- 
rized to discuss the investigation 
and spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity identified the attacker as 
29-year-old Sayfullo Saipov and 
said he is from Uzbekistan and 
came to the U.S. in 2010. He has 
a Florida driver’s license but may 
have been staying in New Jersey, 
they said. 

Two law enforcement officials 
say a note was recovered inside 
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Murrieta’s Dennis and Lorraine 
Carver survived Vegas shooting 
but died in an Oct. 16 car crash.
